HARRiSBcna, Jan. 10.—Daniel Hartman 
HMtlna:Q, tbo Lumblo Bchool teacher rf 
twenty years ago, was yesterday formally 
Initalltid lb the hipcbost oHlce in the second 
greatest state of the union. 
Tbo inaugu- 
ration was, li^ many respocts, tbo most at- 
tractlvo over soeu at tbo state cupitol. The 
city is ctowd'jd with political clubs, na- 
tional guardsmen and civle soclouics, who 
commonced coming: in at tbo break of day. 
Tbo crowded thoroughfares, baudsomely 
deooratod public buildings and ^»oct gath- 
ering of ülstinguisbed men attest the pop- 
iilarlty of the now governor. 


At 11:00 sharp the chief marshal and 
staff, Brigadier Greneral J. P. S. Gobin 
and staff; Hon, John E. Eoyburn, mar- 
•hal Second division, and staff; Major I. 
b . Brown, marshal Third division, and 
fltaff; Charles F. Deiker, marshal Fourth 
division, and staff; State College cadets, 
guard of honor, Lieutenant B3. W. Caskey, 
U. S. A., commanding, and the Governor's 
Troop, escorted from the executive man- 
sion the governor, governor-elect, lieuten- 
ant governor, lieutenant goveruor-elect, 
justices of the supreme court, joint com- 
mittee of the senate and house, represent- 
atives, heads of departments, and other 
invited guests. 


Grovornor Hastings was greeted with 
much entbusiasm when he entered the 
portico of the capítol with his party. After 
a selection by the Third Regiment band, 
of Pottsvllle, Chief Clerk iSmiley, of the 
•enate, read the certlflcateof election. The 
oath of olflce was then administered by 
Chief Justice Sterrett. 
Then followed 
prayer by Rev. Dr. W.A. Houck, of Hazle- 
ton, after which Governor Hastings bogan 
the delivery of his inaugural address, in 
the course of which ho said: 


"Tho people of the state and of tho 
country are now happily emerging from a 
period of financial and industrial embar- 
rassment which has wrought great injury 
and distress among all brunches of Indus- 
try iwltf v^sployment. 
Two political rovo- 
lutlons h H T v ^ k e n place within two years 
that sevórdly tested the stability of tho 
form of governmont under 
hich wo live. ' 
From both, tho country has come forth 
stronger and grander, and the people,with 
more confidence in tho future of our polit- 
ical institutions. 
A great body of le^^isla- 
tion which, during a constructive growth 
of thirty years, has become almost a part ' 
of our oi'ganic system, was apparently 
overtxirnod In the results of a single elec- 
tion. Two years lator a far more emphatic 
and doclsive revolution of public judg- 
ment restored the principle of American 
protection. 


**The wage earning population of the 
state has, boyond doubt, suffered more by 
reason of tho industrial conditions just 
mentioned than any other portion of our 
people. They have been halted not only 
by reduced wages, but in many instances 
by absence of opportunity to earn any 
wages. It cannot be denied that tho hand 
of toil, applied to her native stores of 
wealth, has done moro to make our com- 
monwealth tho keystone of the federal 
arch than oven her commanding geograph- 
ical position. 


"The state that permits largo aggrega- 
tions of capital to be employed should sur- 
round tJie artificial person thus created 
with the same restrictions, privileges and 
protection which it gives tho individual 
citizen. The laws affecting such should 
be just and equitable. 
Neither should be 
o target for the demagogue or tho tool of 
tho avaricious. 
Every m£iu has tho rigJit 
to sell bis labor at his own price, and is 
entitled to protection in Its performance, 
Labor has the rigJit to organize lor nmtuai 
protection and advantage, the sume as cap- 
ital; but neither labor nur capital has tho 
right to combine to prevent men from 
working at any price they please, no more 
than capital has the right to control or 
pervert the natural channels of industiy 
so as to depress tho price of labor or raise 
the cost of living. 


"The apparent legal obstacles confront- 
ing what Is generally termed ^compulsory 
tti'bltratlon,' 
and the disinclination to vol- 
untary arbitration have 
rendered both 
comparatlyely Ineffective in this ^ country. 
Bome sure legtil method of ascertaining 
tho facts would bring tho merits of botli 
sides of tlie contest before tho public for 
its judgment, whuro the right is sure to 
prevail." 


In discussing tho question of education 
the governor said: 
hope the time io not 
distant when our groat state from tJie 
abundance of her wealth will pr-ovlde 
through her sehuul system the opportunity 
to every boy and girl witJiin her borders 
to obtain a thorougji preparation for ajjy 
calling or profession, as freo from cost in 
the higher branches as the rudiments of 
an education may now bo obtained in our 
township schuols." 


The governor urged state aid in the im- 
provements of roads, the examination of 
the affairs of building and loan asaoclu- 
tlons by slate omccrs,and said of tho farm- 
ing Interests: 


"The farming Industry in Pennsylvania 
is by fai* the largest ¿iingle intereat, and iu 
every arijustrneut of legislation should re- 
ceive thtí ÜTrfC considerutlun. 
If all prev- 
ious legiblative jwvieions affecting agri- 
CUltUTO, togovher with those relating to 
tho intípectlon of food and duiry pruUucts^ 
the prevention and extennlnatiou of dia- 
eases of f a p n unUnais, the .sale of feriil- 
the hl^jiily important subjcct of the 


tho preservation o r our forcsís, and tho 
matter of good public roads, wore to be as- 
sembled in onb department it would ele- 
vate and benefit tho agricultural interests 
of tho state." 


Tho inauguration ceremonies concluded 
with the Rov. Dr. Houck announcing tho 
bonedictlon. 


The inaugural parade moved from Third 
and Market streets at tho close of the cere- 
monies at the capitol. 
Several thousand 
men were iu lino, 


Tho coremonios were continued at 8 
o'clock last evening with a brilliant dis- 
play of fireworks lu Market square and 
the reception at tho executive mansion. 


The members of Governor 
Hastings* 
cabinet wero sworn In by Deputy fc^ccre- 
tary of tho Commonwealth Tilden, In tho 
governor's ofilce, aftor their nominations 
had been confirmed by the senate. 


The governor will send to tho senate tho 
names of Major Isaac B. Brown, of Corry, 
to bo secretary of Intornal affairs, and Col- 
onel B. F. Gilkeson, to bo superintendent 
of banking.

BUTTK, Mont., Jan. IFI.—A fire broke out 
fn tho Montana Central yards bore yester- 
day, and soon several cars loaded with 
powder caught fire. Just as tho 
firomon 
wore closing around tho blaaing cars an 
explosion occurred, killing a number of 
firomon 
and 
spectators 
and 
maiming 
othors. 
The firemen who had escaped Im- 
mediately rallied and wero beginning an- 
other attack when a second explosion, 
more violent than the first, took place. 


Tho people in the vicinity wero mowed 
down as with a great scythe, and 
tho 
Btreots for Imlf a block around looked liko 
a great battlefield. Dobris was thrown 
high in the air, coming down half a mile 
away. 
Many people on tho streets iu tho 
center of the city wore thus Injured. 


A few of the romaiulng firemen were 
gathering 
themselves together and at- 
tempting to get to a place of safety whi^n 
tho third and last explosion 
occurred. 
This, too, killed andi njured many people. 
There wore several ciu^s of the powder, and 
all of them exploded. 
The whole heavens 
were lighted up and the city shook as if an 
earthquake was in progress. 


Immediately after tho first explosion the 
entire hospital corps and police corps were 
summoned, and many of the detachments 
of those companies are among tho killed 
and Injiu-ed iu the subsoiiuent oxplosious. 
Between fifty and sixty mangled bodies 
have already been recovered, and there are 
a great many more in different parts of the 
yard. 
Every house for blocks around has 
been turned into an impromptu hospital. 
Every member of the fire department has 
been either killed or wounded. 
The total 
number of killed Is fully seventy-five. Tho 
loss will reach SI,000,000. 


Favoring J u d g e Kicks' Impeachment. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Congress was 
given a decided surprise yesterday by the 
house committee on tho judiciary, which 
decided by a vote of 7 to 0 to report a reso- 
lution for the impeachment of 
Judge 
Augustus J. Kicks, of Cleveland, for mal- 
feasance in oifice. 
Few momI)ers had 
looked into the charges preferred by the 
Central Labor Union of Cleveland, the 
accuser of Judge Ricks, that whilo sitting 
on tho bench he paid to himself fees wliich 
lie claimed ho had previously earned as 
clerk of the court, and to which it is now 
asserted he was not entitled. 
Now that 
the judiciary committee has deomed tho 
matter of sufficient gravity to warrant im- 
peachment, it has become suddenly a de- 
cided sensation.

WnEELINu, W. Va., Jan. 10.—The reso- 
lution which passed tho West Virginia 
legislature yesterday refusing to ap])oint a 
committee to confer witn a liko commit- 
tee of the Virginia legislature looking to 
a settlement of tho so called West Vir- 
ginia debt does not moan repudiation, as 
has been published. 
The reason for tlio 
action, which was unanimous, was that 
the appointment of such a commla.slon 
would bo on tlie assumption that West 
Virginia would come to a settlement on 
the basis of taking on a third of the <jld 
debt. 
TJiis would throw West Virginia 
in for more than she believes she owes.

YEEYBODY 
knows what a 
ligbtbouse is, and has a geu- 
\ 
eral notion of tho devices em- 
ployed to assist navigators, 
but there are very few, probably out- 
side of the mariners themselves, who 
realize the tremendous develoi^ment 
of the lighthouse service of tho world, 
and how the complete system of the 
present clay has been broujiht to its 
present stafte by the np])lication of 
soientifio principles aud the results of 
inp:enious investigation. 


What a vast advantage has tho mar- 
iner of to-day with all of the modern 
aids and 
ai^pliances to direct 
his 
course, over the ancient navigator who 
had to relv upon the stars, or the 
chance lights upon dark coasts. 
The 
light stations of tho world to-day are 
almost as numerous as the visible btars 
aud planets. 


The employment of lights to guide 
the navigator may be traced back to 
the earliest times. 
Nightly a beacon 
flamed from the tower of the temple 
of Apollo, on Mount Leucas, and the 
Colossus of Rhodes, like the Statue of 
Liberty in New York Harbor, upheld 
a signal light. 
The real prototype of 
the modern light towers is the Pharos 
of Alexandria, erected 285 years be- 
fore Christ. 
The Roman conquerors 
of Britain and Franco set up light 
towers along the coasts, but tho old- 
est that exists to the present time is 
that of Corruna, Spain, built in Tra- 
jan's reign, and reconstructed in 1634. 
The grandest lighthouse in existence 
is also one or the most ancient—that 
at the mouth of the Gironde, in the 
Bay of Biscay, built in the reign of 
Henry IV. The tower is 197 feet high, 
contains a chapel and a series of gal- 
^ lories beautilied with pilasters and 
friezes. 
A new era in tho building of 
lighthouses began with the construc- 
tion of the wonderful wotk on the 
Eddystone rock off Plymouth, Eng- 
land, completed in 1750. 
There, al- 
most for the first time, was adopted 
the expedient, now 
generally em- 
ployed, of dovetailing, laterally and 
vertically, the courses of rock which, 
when covered with hydraulic cement, 
givo absolute solidity to the masonry. 
Other lighthouses in Great Britain are 
the Bell Rock, with a tower 100 feet 
high; the Skerryvore Rock, off the 
coast of Scotland, which cost nearly 
half a million dollars; and the Bishop 
Bock, off Scilly, 145 feet high. 


There are now about GOUU light sta- 
tions in the world, of which 1400 are 
in America, 
Even Oceanica has over 
300, and Africa 220. 
Tbe lighthouse 
establishment in the United States, 
which is a hundred years old, has cost 
upwards of $100,000,000, 
including 
maintenance, and the average annual 
appropriation now is from $3,000,000 
to $4,000,000. 
The patriarch of the 
lighthouses in this country is that on 
Little Brewster Island, in Boston Har- 
bor, erected in 1715 by the General 
Court of the province of Massachu- 
setts Bay, 
Tbe expenses of operating 
it were paid out of tonnage dues. 
When the United States took charge 
of the establishment in 1789 there 
were eight lighthouses on the Atlantic 
coast. 
To-day there are thousands of 
lighthouses and beacon lights. 


Previous to 1840 the 
lighthouses 
were either conical towers of rubbie 
stone masonry or wooden frame towers 
erected on top of the keeper's house. 
In 1847 the construction of six light- 
houses was ordered by Congress and 
executed by tho topographical 
en- 
gineers of the army. 
They adopted 
the iron pile system and made many 
improvements in tbe foundation and 
frame work. 
It has required tho best 
engineering skill to overcome all the 
difiiculties presented by the physical 
obstacles to a firm and permanent

foundation for the structure. 
Differ- 
ent devices are adopted, according to 
the composition of the sea bottom. 
Many of the 
Southern lighthouses 
are built on screw piles, which nro 
iron piles with ilanges like immense 
augurs. 
They can be readily sunk by 
boring ioto tho mud, sand or other 
soft materials. 
The first lighthouse 
built according to this system was that 
,at Brandywine shoal in JJelawareBay, 
erected in 1848. 
Around the fouuda- 


tion is a pier of thirty screw piles, in- 
tended to protect the structure from 
ice. 
In some inatanses it is necessary 
to use iron foot platea, through which 
the piles pass into the sand and mud. 
An illustration of this manner of con- 
struction is the lighthouse on Som- 
brero Key, Fla., built by 
General 
George 
Meade, 
when 
he 
was a 
lieutenant 
of 
engineers. 
It 
stands 
in 
eight 
feet 
of 
water, 
shows a light 140 feet above water, 
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with a range of twenty statue miles. 
The foundation piles, of twelve-inch 
wrought iron, rest centrally on iron 
disks eiirht feet in diameter and pene- 
trate the rock ten feet. 
The pifes 
stand at the centre and angles of an 
octagon which is fifty-six feet across, 
and are braced together by iron ties. 
The frame work of hollow iron shafts 
rises in six section, pyramidal 
in 
shape. 
Tho keeper's dwelling is in 
the second section, and is of boiler 
iron, lined with wood, 
Tho cost of 
the structure, with illuminating ap- 
paratus, was $120,000. 


An excfllent specimen of the screw 
pile river or harbor lighthouse is that 
in the Thimble shoal, off the entrance 
to Hampton Roads. 
Another kind of 
lighthouse is the iron tower which is 
built on a dry foundation like that at 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., 150 feet high. 
Then there are the iron skeleton tow- 
ers which are used on land, aud cost 


storms. 
One now anohored off tho 
coast of Ireland was picked up there 
six weeks after it had been wrenched 
from its place in New York Harbor. 
Buoys are made of iron or wood, and 
are called nuncan or ice buoys, ac- 
cording to their shape, and are painted 
aild numbered so as to speak a silent 
language to the navigator which will 
tell him whether to go on tho left 
hand or right hand of channels, to 
keep away from wrecks, or when he 
comes to the proper turning point. 


The illumination of lighthouses is a 
a problem which has taxed the in- 
genuity of the lighthoUBe officials and 
improvements made have been as great 
as those in the structures themselves. 
There is a tremendous contrast be- 
tween the lights employed to-day and 
tho braziers, containing bales of pitch 
and oakum, which wer® burned on the 
coast of Massachusetts in 1673, or tho 
tallow candles used in the original 
lighthouse on Brewster Island. 
The 
magnifying and reflecting lantern of 
1812 was an advance on the primitive 
system, and this was replaced in 1862 
by the lenticular apparatus, the use of 
lenses instead of reflectors. 
This was 
a great advance. 
In some cases light- 
houses near cities have been illumin- 
ated with gas froni the city gas works, 
or from gas tanks in the lighthouses 
themselves. 
Electricity has been em- 
jiloyed to a considerable extent for 
illuminating purposes. 


Numerous experiments have been 
made with illuminaiits to determine 
tho penetrative power of their lights, 
but in fogs all lights are useless, and 
hence other means have to be em- 
ployed to take the place of lights in 
heavy weather. The invention and ap- 
plication of fog signals constitute a 
very interesting branch of tho light- 
house service. 
Of the devices em- 
ployed may be mentioned gongs, guns, 
rockets, sirens, trumpets, steam whis- 
tles, bell buoys, whistling buoys, and 
bells struck by machinery. 
Gongs 
less thdH those of the other classes. 
One erected in 18S0 on Paris Island, 
S. C., which is the most economical

which are sometimes used in lightships 
are adapted to harbors and short chan- 
nels because the effective range of tiie 
sound they emit is under 600 yards. 
Tbe use of cannon has been superseded 
to a large extent by other appliances, 
except as signals of distress. 
Rockets 
charged with gun cotton, exploded at 
a height say, of 1000 feet, make a 
noise audible at a distance of twenty- 
five miles. 
Bells Aveighing from 300 
to 3000 pounds are used at many of 
the light stations. 
They are operated 
by clockwork, but are not considered 
as efficient signals on the sea coast, 
where the sound is drowned by the 
noise of the surf, Tho whistling buoy 
is a curious and noisy contrivance 
which generally makes itself h?ard. It 
consists of an iron pear-shaped bulb, 
twelve feet wide as its largest part, 
and sticking up twelve feet out of the 
water. A tube thirty-two feet long runs 
thirty-three under the control of the 
Lighthouse Board, one being located 
in the Gulf off Southwest Pass, 
Tho 
great difficulty is to keep these vessels 
ataiionary. 
Home are moored in the 
open sea and furnished with powerful 
lights and fog signals, 
in spito of 
which they are frequently run into 
by passing ships. 
As these boats cost 
upwards of SGO,O00, and are expensive 
to maintain, it is deemed economical 
to replace them whenever possible by 
lighthouses. As aids to navigation are 
required not only on tho sea and in 
harbors, but also on rivers, tho Gov- 
ernment maintains numerous lights 
on the great waterways of tho country. 
Two thousand miles of the Mississippi 
Biver are lighted in this way. 


The seaman needs signs and sym- 
bols by day as well as lights by night, 
and the buoy is to him what the sign 
post is to the traveler on tho public 
highway. 
It tells him by the size, 
form and color how to find his way in 
and out of a harbor. 
Nearly 5000 are 
used in tho United States, and it re- 
quires thirteen volumes annually to 
describe the names, locations and 
characteristics of the buoys, and a 
whole fleet of lighthouse tenders to 
look after them, to see that they have- 
n't changed their position and hunt 
them up when they have drifted out 
of place. 
They are frequently set 
adrift either by the action of ice or 
collision with ves^elsi or the effect of 


J structure of its kind, cost only $12,- 
000 complete, together with the light, 
which is 120 feet above sea level, and 
is simply a locomotive headlight, with 
powerful reflectors. 
The 
skeleton 
tower at Southwest Pass is typical of 
this kind of structure. 
There are a 
number of brick lighthouses like that 
at St, Augustine, which towers 165 
feet above the sea level, and 
cost 
$100,000. 


It may happen that a light is re- 
quired at a point where it is imprac- 
ticable to jmt up a lighthouse. 
In 
such cases recourse is had to the light- 
ships. 
Of these there 
are 
about 
through tbe bulb. 
The tremendous 
scream of these buoys is caused by tho 
compression of the air in the tube by 
hydraulic action and 
its 
expulsion 
through a pipe connecting with a 
whistle. 
The United States owns 
about sixty-five of these buoys, which 
cost about $1000 apiece. 
As they can 
be heard about fifteen miles and make 
a horrible sound, like the gbosts of 
all the dead in the sea shrieking sim- 
ultaneously. 
They are not popular 
with the dwellers on tho land. 
In 
harbors and rivers use is found for 
buoys mounted with 300-i)ound bells, 
which toll when the buoys are rolled 
about by the motion of the water. 
A 
steam fog whistle, similar to those 
used on steamboats and locomotives, 
is another appliance employed on tho 
sea coast. Of a similar nature are the 
trumpets and sirenii. 
The largest of 
the former is an enormous instrument 
seventeen feet in length, and with a 
mouth thirty-six inches wide. 
Air 
condensed in a reservoir and driven 
under pressure through this 
tube 
against a long steel tongue produces 
a terrific shriek which may bo heard 
upwards of ten miles. 
The siren is a 
similar instrument litted up with disks 
and revolving plates producing 30,- 
000 vibrations a minute, which are 
taken up and projected by the trum- 
pet. 
It is about tho loudest of all tho 
fog signals, and under favorable cir- 
cumstances may be heard thirty miles. 
If any sound can wake the dead, the 
siren is the thing to do it. 
Steam fog 
signals are rather expensive affairs. It 
cost $600,000 to establish the eighty- 
one operated in the United States 
waters, and about $100,000 a year to 
maiataiu them. 


Sound signals are oftentimes very 
deceptive, and subject to aberrations, 
aocordmg to tho stato of tho atmos- 
phere, and implicit relianoe on thom 
has frequently led to disasters. 
This 
matter has been the subject of labori- 
ous scientific investigation.

FIRST ORDER LIGHTHOUSE, AT ST. AUGUS-

Sometimes it is almost impossible to 
toll by tho ear the direction from 
which a sound comes. 
Dififerent con- 
trivances have biien invented to cor- 
rect the mistakes to which human 
powers of audition are susceptible. 
Some of these are very ingenious, but 
it is without the scope of this article 
to enter upon a description of the 
various inventions. 


The lighthouse establishment of tho 
United States is under the control of 
the Treasury Department, and 
the 
Secretary of the Treasury is ex-officio 
President of the Board, of which the 
Chairman is generally a rear admiral. 
Among the members of the board are 
two officers of the navy, two officers of 
tho corps of engineers, two civilians 
of scientific attainments, and an officer 
of the navy and an officer of the en- 
gineers as Secretaries. 
There are six- 
teen lighthouse districts, in each of 
which there is an officer of the navy 
a&j inspector and an officer of the engi- 
neers as lighthouse engineer. 


The keepers of lighthouses were ap- 
pointed by the earlier Presidents, but, 
as they became more numerous, nomi- 
nations were made by collectors of 
customs, and the appointments mado 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. The 
nominations are, however, always to 
be passed upon by the Lighthouse 
Board, and an examination by an in- 
inspector generally precedes the Mnal 
appointment. 
Tbe salaries are very 
small, considering the nature of tho 
service rendered, and its importance. 
The compensation of Keepers ranges 
from SlOO to §1000 per year. 
Tho 
keeper must be between eighteen and 
fifty years of ago, and possessed of a 
knowledge of reading, writing and 
accounts, and have sojuo mechanical 
ability. 
They are furnished with 
quarters for themselves, and in cer- 
tain cases for their families, and with 
fuel and rations. 
As a lighthouse 
keeper naturally has a good deal of 
time on his hands, he is supplied with 
a library of instructing and entertain- 
ing books, containing about fifty vol- 
umes. 
At regular intervals this li- 
brary is exchanged for another and 
forwarded to the next station. 
The 
Lighthouse Board has nearly 600 of 
such libraries in circulation. 
The 
first regularly appointed lighthouse 
keeper in this country was Georgo 
Woxthylake, who was keeper of the 
lighthouse on Littlo Brewster Island 
in 1716 at §250 per year.

friends. 
To the 
acquaintances 
de- 
parting for distant lands Davenport 
bas been wont to say: 
"Send m«» a 
towel from Madagascar,'' or ^'Wbilo 
you aro in Patagonia pick me up one 
of tho native towels.'* 


By far tho greater part of the col- 
[potion was picked up in the hotels of 
tbe United States by Mr. Daveui>ort 
personally. 
They vary in size ami 
texture, 
A thin, sleavsy cotton rag, 
through which one might read a 
newspaper, bears tho startling legouil 
indelibly stami^ed across its limp sur- 
face: ''Stolen from the 
Occidental 
Hotel, Leadville, C o l o r a d o . I t 
in 
evident that the miners had fornuvl 
tho habit of carrying oil' tho towels to 
use as shirt fronts. 


In contrast to this ecDUomical rag 
there is a roller towel thirty feet in 
length, secured in an Illinois hotel 
wash-room. 
It was what the porter 
who sold it to the collector called "the 
bouse towel." I 


One set of seven towels, of varing 
thickness and texture, 
including a 
genuine Turkish article that 
looks 
like forty cents* worth of Iripe, recalls 
tbe luxury of a local bath house. 


A square section of juto bago:ing, 
such as is used to cover cotton balet, 
was considered quite tbe thing in a 
hostelry on the banks of tbe Yazoo 
Kiver. 
A real curiosity is a stifit and 
inflexible affair found in the com])os-

There are towels of softest damask,

There arc dainty 
French

and heavy, square German 
towels,

heavily 
starched towels that come from Eng- 
land ; a Scotch towel that is made of 
tweed; an Irish towel of unbleached 
linen that will take off tho cuticle as 
if it were made of 
emery paper; 
towels from the South Sea islands that 
are not towels, but are' cocoa mats; a 
carefully dressed chamois-skin whu'b 
came from tbe Alps; a jeans towel 
from Indiana; a homespun towel fri>rn 
Kentucky; a Japanese towel of 
fibrous 
paper, and a heavy silk towel once 
owned by Adelina Patti.

twenty-two 
million 
dollars' 
worth of material was converted by the 
factories into 211 million dollars' worth 
of product, paying nearly fifty-four mil- 
lion dollars wages to 105,000 employes 
of all grades, equal to $508, average, 
each. 
This was for 291 days, average, 
work each, equal .to $1.73 
per day of, 
average, 9.7 hours, or 
nearly eighteen 
cents an hour. 


The insurance men of Chicago have re* 
solved to insist that no more buildings 
shall be erected with a height greater 
than one and a half times the width of 
the street, and that insurance rates on 
higher buildings hereafter erected be so 
great as to be practically 
prohibitive. 
For office buildings an exception will be 
made and a height of 120 feet allowed, 
which will give room for eight or nine 
stories. Whether the insurance men will 
succeed remains to be seen,but they have 
the support of the fire department, 
and 
of many leading men in the city.

Is Snow a rertiHzerJ 


The query is snow a fertilizer? is often 
asked. 
Tnere cannot be a better reply, 
perhaps, than this one by tho Country 
Gentleman ; 
It 
was 
common 
many 
years ago to give much credit to snow 
as the "'farmer's fertilizer," but later in- 
vestigation proves it as of very slight 
value at best. 
The amount of nitrogen 
which is absorbed and brought down in 
rain and snow in one whole year is only 
about one-sixth part of the amount re- 
quired for the growth of crops, and it 
is therefore quite insufficient to feed a 
growing crop, even if it remained long 
enouiih in the soil to prove in any degree 
efllective, 
But the snow can secure only 
a small portion of the yearly supply, and 
therefore it is safe to make no account 
of the snow as a manure. 


To go a little more into 
detail, the 
results of careful examinations by emi- 
nent scientific men show that the total 
amount of ammonia brought down in a 
whole year in the rain, dew and snow is 
about eight pounds to an acre of surface, 
varying somewiiat with seasons and lo- 
calities; while in a crop of twenty-eight 
bushels of wheat there were forty-five 
pounds of nitrogen, in two and one-half 
tons of meadow hay there were 
fifty-six 
pounds, and in two and one-half tons of 
clover hay there were 1U8 pounds^—Hew 
York AVorld.

TDE LONE STAR REPUBLIC. 


FIiAX A3 A FAUAt CnOP, 


As reported iu the Division of Statis- 
tics of the Department of Agriculture, a 
special luvesti^ation was undertaken for 
tbe purpose of ascertaining the produc- 
tion fti tiaxseed. This shows that thpro 
has been a lar»»c increase in the area de- 
voted to this crop during the last two 
years, the increment being entirely west 
-qt the Mississippi River, and mainly con- 
fined to the States oi Minnesota, Iowa, 
Kansas, Kebraska and the Dakotas. The 
-acreaye for LSOl is estimated at 1,027,- 
2\)3 acrcs, and the prodxict of seed 15,- 
455,272 bushels. 


The enlar<ieracnt is in those districts 
having the larger proportion 
of 
new 
lands. 
Flax has been found the best 
»crop for lirst cultivation on sod land, 'as- 
sisting in getting the soil into good tilth 
for oiher crops, besides being a money 
•crop. 
Another 
potent reason for 
the 
heavy enlargement during the past two 
years is the fact that theie has been a 
steady demand for flaxseed at 
prices 
which have paid for its cultivation, bet- 
ter than the returns from wheat-grow- 
ing, 
An increased acreage based upon 
such reasons cannot oc permanent, and 
already,with lower oilerings on the farm 
for the seed, there are indicatious that 
:Some portion of the area will be aban- 
doned next year. 


Under present conditions the crop is 
grown almost entirely for the seed, the 
libre not being made use of to any great 
'cxtcnt. 
As many correspondents 
de- 
clare flax-growing for the seed alone docs 
not pay except as a lirst croj?, the future 
of the industry depends upon the utiliza- 
tion of the libre as well as of the seed. 
There are indications in some sections of 
the Northwest, especially in Minnesota, 
-of popular interest ia the question of 
establishing a libre industry, and this 
interest has been a fantor in the increase 
in the area given to ilax in that State.— 
New York World. 


KBEPINO HEDGES. 


William Sanders, in a report to the 
Department of Agriculture, says: 
One 
• of the principal objections urged against 
the employment ot live fences or hedges 
is the cost of keeping them in efficient 
repair, for it admits of no qualilication 
that unless they receive proptr attention 
taey will prove to be of but little value 
ab a ienee against live stock. 


Unfortunately, our best hedge plants 
so far arc of strong growth, especially 
when joung, and consequently require 
to be trimmed two or three times duriuij 
the summer, at least for several years 
after planting, and this at a time when 
farm crops demand attention, so that in 
a number of cases the hedge is neglected 
and soon ceases to be serviceable. 
The 
best hedge plant is one that could be 
kept by winter trimming only, because 
in that season of comparative leisure it 
wtmld probabl.v receive attention; but 
with such strong growing plants us the 
•sage, orange and honey locust, our two 
popular hedge plants, it is impracticable 
to produce a close ience without frequent 
summer trimmings. 
There is one thing, 
however, which should be put to their 
credit, that after a few years the growth 
will be less profuse; the weakening ef- 
fect oi continued summer pruning ulti- 
mately weakens the plants so that they 
become easier mauuged. 
This also pre- 
vents tnem from sending out their roots 
to a great distance, fao that they do not 
interlcre with cultivated crops, an evil 
which soon becomes visible when a hedge 
is.neglected and allowed to take care of 
itself. 
When a hedge gets into a con- 
dition that one summer trimming and 
one winter trimming will keep it in fair- 
ly good condition the labor and cost is 
reduced to a minimum. It will also have 
a tendency to retard the exuberance of 
early summer growth if the winter trim- 
ming is delayed until after the buds be- 
gin to push in spring. 
This will make a 
difference of several weeks iu regard to 
summer trimming and will prove of some 
importance when summer prunning is 
coniined to one operation. 
The weakest 
part of a hedge is always nearest the 
ground. 
The criterion of a well kept 
hedge is that of thickness at the bottom; 
this also shoulil bo its widest part, and it 
should taper upward to a point. 
Unless 
this form ia strictly maintained the lower 
brunches will gradually weaken and ulti- 
mately die out, leaving gapes which aro 
not ea&ily closed. Hedges which become 
weak and full of gaps through neglect 
may be renewed by cutting them down 
iu eariy winter to within eighteen inches 
or so from the ground; the plants will 
then 
branch 
out vigorously 
and by 
proper pruning soon be all that need be 
desired as u fence.—New YorK Herald. 


I'juEONs ON TUE FAUM:. 


A pigeon loft may bean adjunct to 
the poultry business, and a considerable 
pruiit may be obtained from it. 
There is 
generally a good demand for old pigeons 
and for squabs, but th« latter are always 
the most prolituble if quick returns are 
expected. 
Young squabs sell for a good 
price m the winter, when they are used 
in the cities very often for partridges and 
^nail^ and uoue but the epicure gau de- 


I tect the difference. 
The cost of raising 
them is very little, for they eat very little 
grain or other food before they are old 
enough for the market. The parent birds 
feed them, and practically they *»pick 
np" their living in the fields and woods, 
demanding only a very little extra food 
from the granary. 
The squabs are thus 
practically raised at no expense at all, 
and they frequently bring as high as 
tifty cents a pair. 


There is a prejudice against keeping 
pigeons on the farm among many, but 
this is generally founded upon some little 
failure in the work which docs not ap- 
ply universally. 
Pigeons are useful on 
the farm in gathering and destroying 
countless weeds and seeds. 
In the sum- 
mer and fall they pick up their living in 
the grain lields, gathering the shelled 
grain that would be lost, and not picking 
it from the pods. 
There is no better 
fertilizer than pisicoA manure, and when 
large flocks of them are raised they pro- 
duce considerable. 
When the hay is out 
of the mow they should bo allowed to fly 
in there, and they will pick up a great 
deal that would be lost. 
They do littlo 
or no harm, while they destroy countless 
numbers of weeds in the gardens and 
lields. 
Of course, if corn and grain are 
spread out for them daily m abundance 
they will devour it, but if not given this 
they will pick up their living. 


A flock can easily bo started and kept 
at home. 
It is only when poorly treated 
or the flocks become too crowded that 
they leave their homes and settle else- 
where. Provide good nesting-places and 
homes fur them, scatter 
a little seed 
around inside daily and protect them 
from enemies, and the pigeons will stay 
at home. 


Cats, owls and night hawks will often 
drive pigeons away from home. If these 
animals and birds are around, the doors 
to the pigeon lofts should be closed at 
night, or some trap set for the marauders. 
There are patent alighting boards and 
doors now which automatically close after 
the pigeon goes inside, and open again at 
the will of the bird. 
These are good 
devices for keeping the enemies out, but 
the shotgun must often be called into 
service. 
In the fall of the year there is 
quite a demand for old pigeons for shoot- 
ing clubs, and the old stock, which may 
be too tough to sell for their flesh, can 
often be disposed of in this way. 
The 
flocks should be increased as large as 
possible every year, for they like com- 
pany, and it gives more life and interest 
to a place to see pigeons flying around 
in flocks.—American Cultivator.

Grooming the cows is not often done, 
but it would add to their spirit and com- 
fort, however, as well as promote clean- 
liness. 


One advantaiio with ducks about the 
yard and garden is that they do not

Tho AVoinoa Arc Bcautiiul and the 
Mpu Quarrolsome—Sccucs iu the 
Xvi'o Loading Cities. 


TS native term is Chile. It is along 
trip of arable laud stretching from 
the Andes to the Pacific Ocean. 
Its 
width varies from forty miles to 2U0. 
Its length 
of coast line from the 
Rio 
Zama to Capo Hoen is 2800 miles. 
The 
climate is delightful, save for an occa- 
fiioual 
earthquake, which 
is 
usually 
followed by copious rains. 
Thi> people 
are descendants of Spaniards and speak 
the Spanish dialect tongue. 
Santiago is 
the capital city 
but divides honors with 
Valparaiso. 


TJie Chillanos are proud and passion- 
ate, fond of picking quarrels with their 
neighbors, with an overplus of fighting 
propensities and ready at any moment to 
try their steel with an adversary. 
Like 
all Spaniards, they are hausrhty and aris- 
tocratic, preferiug the spoliate of war to 
the advocations of peace. 
For this rea- 
son they submit amicably to the invasion 
of English residents, who introduce all 
the elements of modern civilization into 
a country which, but for that, 
would 
still be a semi-barbaric state of opulent 
splendor. 


It is unfortunate that Chile should 
have early contractcda prejudice against 
the United States—unfortunate for her- 
self, as she sutiered more from her re- 
fusal to trade with us, than wo do from 
the loss of her commerce, which she di- 
verts by every means in her power to 
foreign nations across the Atlantic. 


By a law of 13vS7 the strength of the 
Chilean standing army was limited to 
5835 men. 
Besides the regular army 
there is a National Guard composed of 
ciliKens, 
These number 48,530 meo. 
The ranks of both the National Guard 
and the regular army are speedily re- 
cruited, in time of war, by enforced or 
voluntary enlistments. 


Santiago, the capital of Chile, is sit- 
uated on the Iliver Mapocho, in the cen- 
tre of a large plain, surrounded by hills 
and commanding a view of the magnifi- 
cent peaks of the Andes in the distance, 
including the high mountain of Acon- 
cagua, which is visible its entire dis- 
tance. 
Like Valparaiso, with which it 
is connected by a five-hour railroai ride, 
it is a city of luxury and defiance, with 
picturesque surroundings. 
The climate 
being mild, like that oi Washington, D- 
C., the people do without fires and sit 
and shiver in Lixury, having an idea that 
fire and warmth will produce sickness. 
The English and American residents pro- 
vide themselves with comfortable fires, 
but the Chillano affects to despise arti- 
ficial heat, although he wraps himself in. 
warm clothes and rugs, and tries to keep 
warm in that way. 
Foot-warmers arc 
used and carried about from room fco 
room. 
They arc embroidered wooden 
cases made by the nuns, into which the 
ladies slip their feet. 
The dampness 
which results from this lack of fire is 
most 
unhealthy, 
and provocative 
of 
pneumonia and rheumatism. 


There are line shops in the arcades 
lighted by electricity, and filled with 
modern goods 
of every 
description. 
There is a novel method of shopping em- 
ployed. 
The stores open at ten in the 
morning, and close at five iu the after- 
noon for an hour or more. 
Then they 
open again and do not close until mid- 
night. 
The ladies go out at these late 
hours, as all the shopping is done in the 
evening, when the electric light adtls to 
the splendor of laces and jewels. 
The 
Dons, it is said, go to the shops to stare 
at the pretty ladies who take it as a 
compliment. 
There is nothing serious 
about the shopping, as it is one of the 
amusements of the city, and the shops 
are a proper and favorite rendezvous for 
ladies and gay cavaliers, the Senoras and 
Dons of Chile. 
The ladies make splen- 
did toilets for shopping and for the 
theater, but for church they wear black 
always. 
In the morning at mass they 
wear the manta over the head, but on 
the fashionable promenade in the after- 
noon it is discarded. 


The Chilean devotee carries her prayer- 
rug with her to church and kneels on it, 
a comfortable and luxurious penitent. As 
there are no pews and the stono floors 
of the churches are both cold and damp, 
her caution is necessary. 


Everything to be found in Paris or 
Now York can be obtained in Santiago. 
There are lino carriages and fashionable 
drives. There is an abundance of money 
among the aristocratic residents of 
the 
city and they spend it with luxurious 
abandon. 


The popular drive of the city is 
the 
Alameda, which has a fashionable prom- 
enade between rows of poplar trees; a 
driveway on either side one hundred feet 
inside, and which extends 
the entire 
length of the city, four or five miles. 
Here are statues to the brave men of 
Chile, in either bronxe or marble, and 
military bands assist in making the scene 
lively during the afternoon and evening. 


The ladies of Chile are beautiful and 
know how to make the most of their 
charms by dressing in luxurious style; 
they are also noted for thuir brilliant 
conversational and entertain ing powers, 
and their ability to carry on one of the 
endless intrigues for which the country 
is famous, and which, complicated as it 
may be, seldom suffers from an 
expose 
or comes to harm. 


The present class of Chileans have 
their own special form of amusement, as 
iu Yttlparaiep, v f h e t q they go to Cousino 


ParV, drink chicha and dancc the cuaca, 
the Chilean National dnuce. 


All kinds of fruits grow in Chile and 
there are lari^o vineyards in the country 
forTiie production of native wine«. Tho 
Chilean sausage is said to be as good as 
the famous ones of Bologna. 


Tho Chilean fiag has one lone star on a 
ground of blue, 
which is contained iu 
tho inner square of the upper half of tho 
pennant. 
i 


There is a National hymn, ten versef 
long, which is sung on all public occa- 
sions. 
The Lone Star Republic 
never 
allows its greatness to grow dim iu tho 
hearts of its subjects. 
It is trciison 
when a Chilean fails to manifest his 
loyalty by every outward sign. 


There is a public library in Santiasjo 
which contains nearly 1(10,000 volumes 
and a larg? number of 
manuscripts. 
There is also a university and college of 
sciences, a conservatory and botanical 
garden. 
There arc a number of news- 
papers published iu the city and public 
improvements are advancing with rapid 
steps. 
This is due to tho onterpnsc of 
American and En^rlish residents, enriched 
by Chilean ventures. 
The Chillano is 
not a money-making animal. 
He would 
rather fight than eat. 
If he is not a 
soldier, then he prefers to bo a farmer 
and expend his untamed energies in out- 
of-door labor, 


A Chillano is slender with a tapering 
waist and sinews of steel. 
He is full of 
endurance and he carrier? himself like a 
conqueror, even though ho has never 
crossed swords with an adversary. 
Iftrt 
his people arc of mixed blood and are 
beginning to lose some of their natunri 
traits and must hereatter exist on traai- 
tions. 


The President of Chili receives 
000 a year for bis services, and is clectod 
to office for a term of fivo years. 
lie 
has 
a 
Congress 
and a 
Cabinet 
of 
Ministers, a Senate and a Chamber of 
Deputies. 
There is a complicated sys- 
tem of political power which is at once 
complete and powerful. 
This is not sur- 
prising when it is taken into considera- 
tion that the native census only sums up 
a totality of 3,11-1,0UU 
inhabitants.—

Gronin;: Teanuts. 


Peanuts 
grow best on rather light, 
sandy loams, especially when they con- 
tain a 
good percentage of lime. 
The 
presence of this last substance scenis to 
be essential to the full development of 
the peanut, and 
when 
not naturally 
present in 
the soil must be 
supplied. 
This may be done by broadcast applica- 
tions of lime—ten to twenty bushels of 
slacked lime to the acre—or by composts 
into which land plaster enters, or 
acid 
phospates, as these last contain a large 
percentage 
of lime. 
Ashes 
also 
con- 
stitute a good fertilizer 
for peanuts, as 
these contain 
a good deal of lime, also 
potash. 
The yield 
is very variable. 
We have no data before us to say what 
the average is, probably not exceeding 
thirty bushels per acre. 
Land 
is 
pre- 
pared as for other crops and thrown into 
low, flat beds, three to four feet wide, 
according 
to variety grown. 
What is 
termed the Spanish peanut does not grow 
as large as some others and 
may bo 
planted on three foot beds, hills two feet 
apart. 
The crop is planted about tho 
same time that corn is, usually in March. 
Tho whole put may 
be planted, but 
plants do not come up as quickly 
as 
when they are shelled. 
When planting 
is delayed from any cause, it is better to 
plant the shelled peas, two seeds in each 
hill. 
AVhen the plants appear they aro 
plowed and hoed at lirst like any other 
crop. 
As branches form an J spread out 
dirt should be sifted under their 
ends 
with a plow every week or two, but 
the branches should not be disturbed by 
the plow. 
The peanut blossoms 
above 
ground, but when the bloom drops the 
embryo nut decends into the ground by 
a lengthening of its stem. 
If it does not 
get into the soil it aborts and comes to 
nothing. 
It is important, therefore, to 
have fre^h loose earth in which the nuts 
may bury themselves, also that the vines 
be not moved, because when disturbed 
tho nuts will be pulled outof the ground, 
Bome persons place dirt on the vines to 
press them into tho ground and 
cover 
the nuts. 
This is not necessary if dirt is 
properly sifted under the ends of tho 
advancing limbs, and is objoctionablo 
because it smothers 
more or Icos of tho 
leaves.—Southern Farmer.

tious diseases one attack grants a more 
or less complete insusceptibility to fu- 
ture attacks. 
The same 
individual 
rarely has two attacks of smallpox or 
of scarlet fever, and some 
maladies 
seem to bestow permanent immunity 
after having run 
their 
own 
course 
through the patient's blood. 
But in 
diphtheria, as a matter of fact, a per- 
son who has once had chat dread ill- 
ness seems after a certain time to be 
more susceptible to its attack than ever 
before. 


Experiments must yet be undertaken 
by the physicians to discover the pre- 
cise nature of the so-called 
immunity 
of the new serum inoculation. 
Ther- 
apy must determine the acme of the 
neutralized condition of the blood. 
In 
diphtheria death is very commonly due 
to tlie action upon the heart or other 
organ or tissue of the body ol the diph- 
theritic poison which has been absorb- 
ed by the throat. 
The question to be 
solved now is the length of the period 
during which the neutralizing of this 
dangerous absorption continues.

This event occurred in New Oxford 
in May, 1856, when a Republican As- 
sociation was organized with John R , 
Her?h as President and Alex. S. Himes 
as Secretary. 
This association

William Wright, John 
C. Ellis 
and 
John Rfc Hersh to the meeting of the 
Republican State Committee, at Phil- 
adelphia, June 16th. 
It also called a 
county convention to meet in Gettys- 
burg, Sept. ISC, 1856. 


The first Fremont and Dayton meet- 
ing in the county was held at 
New 
Oxford, Aug. 23, being addressed by 
Wm. Hersh, Robert G. McCreary and 
David A. Buehler. 
Those three men 
made 
the 
first 
Republican 
stump 
speeches in Adams county. 


The first Republican county conven- 
tion met in Gettysburg, Sept. ist, ac- 
cording to the call issued 
from

Oxford. 
Of 25 districts in the county 
but 7 were represented, as follows:

On motion of David McConaughy, 
these officers were chosen: President, 
Adam Wert; Vice Presidents, A. W.

At the Presidential election of that 
year, the Republicans polled

votes; the American 
party as repre- 
sented by Fillmore, 1 , 2 2 5 ;

BBOOKLTN» Jan. 10.—Tho second day of 
thoblff trolley Btrlko was not charactor-. 
iKod by much exoltomont, 
Tlioro wore 
hiany little cloahos between the police and 
kheatrlkora, but nothing of a serious nor 
turo In tho -way of a riot ocourrod. Up to 
noon everything was comparatively qulet.- 
Aftor that hour, however, ths strikers let) 
Uiemsolvea out a trifle, and tho police had 
Bomo difficulty In keeping tho great crowds 
undor restraint. 


The chief trouble of the day occurred at 
tho Atlantic Avenue company's barns at 
Twenty-fourth street and Fifth avenue» 
This was about 3 o'clock, when an efforfc 
was made to run a car to Ninth street. 
Five or six thousand strikers and sympo- 
thlxers had gathered at this point, and al- 
ihough tho oar was surrounded by a police 
guard it was found Impossible to proceed 
until tho mounted squad was ordered out. 


Great exoltomont was also occasioned at 
this point shortly afterwards on tho ar- 
rival of a wagon containing thlrty-flve 
men who came to take the strikers' places, 
Btones and'stlolcs were hurled at tho new- 
comers, but no damage of any importanoo 
was done. At Prospect Park p l a z a a mob, 
numbering 3.000, held up ft mall car and 
ttttaoked the guard, but tho arrival of & 
•quad of police put an end to the hostilitle». 


President Norton, of the Atlantic Ave- 
nue trolley system, declared last night 
that ho would have his road in operation 
today regardless of tho efforts of tho strik- 
e s . 
This, however, tho strike leaders dis- 
credit, claiming that tho railroad olHcials 
have not been able to secure men from 
outside cities, and that If help has been 
•ecured It Is from inexperienced men Inca^ 
pable of properly handling tho cara. 


Terrible Sufferings of Ftr«men« 


BBADFOKD, Pa., Jan. 14.—Early ynster- 
day morning fire broke out in the Sheehan 
House, 99 Mechanic street^ The conflar 
gratlon Is said to have been caused by an 
overheated stove. Some of tho hydrants 
were frozen, and before they could bo used 
the ilre had spread so rapidly that a gen- 
eral alarm was sent in, the whole depart- 
ment responding promptly. The fire raged 
lleroely for four hours, and before it was 
subdued had gutted seven buildings, In- 
cluding the big Columbia block and tho 
Nusbaum block. The total loss Is esti- 
mated at $150,000, on which there is about 
$43,000 Insurance. The thermometer reg- 
istered below zero, and a hundred iiremon 
wore frostbitten. The condition of two of 
ihem Is critical. 


Two Ktllod at A Baltimore Fire. 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 10.—During a flre at 
18 West Blddlo street early In tho morning 
Thomas Whltridge attempted to carry his 
young wife down a ladder which tho flre- 
inon had run up. He lost his balance and 
both fell to tho ground and wore killed. 
Mr. Whltrldge was a son of John A. Whlt- 
rldge, with whom ho was oonnccted In 
tho banldng and brokerago business. Ho 
and Mrs. Whltrldge were leaders In Balcl- 
more society. They woro married only 
lost April. Mr. Whltridgo was consul to 
Chile and vlco consul of Denmark In this 
City.
